Secretaries 
Differ, Both 
Clobbered 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


way the two secretaries of state 
handled their job was complete- 
ly different but both got clob- 
bered: the colorful actor, John 
Foster Dulles, and the quiet 
technician, Dean Rusk. 


Criticism 
just took longer 


catching up with Rusk. If the 
Vietnamese war ends in Ameri- 
can disaster, Rusk may wind up 
being the punching bag, a typi- 
cal fate for someone when a 
nation feels frustrated. 


Dulles was foreign policy dur- 


ing most of President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's 
two terms. He 


was flamboyant, used exager- 
ated language to make a point, 
was go-go-go, and until his 
death in 1959 talked with full 
authority. 


Eisenhower liked it that way. 


There was a big switch under 
President John F. Kennedy who 
made it clear from the start he 
was foreign policy and would 
shape it and state it. Rusk was 
his adviser and foreign policy 
technician. 


This seemed to suit the reti- 


cent Rusk. While Dulles had 
been lambasted endlessly for 
statements he made, there was 
harly an unkind work for Rusk 
in Kennedy's time. He preferred 
being an echo, not a spokesman. 


The result: he seldom said 


anything new, leaving that to 
Kennedy. And when he did talk 
in speeches or at news confer- 
ences his words were big bunch- 
es of generalities that actually 
put some people to sleep. 


It might have been like that to 


this day for Rusk, a tireless and 
dedicated worker b e hind the 
scenes but publicly colorless, if 
there hadn't been a change in 
presidents and circumstances. 


President Johnson, expressing 


the highest confidence in Rusk, 
has used him far more than 
Kennedy did to state the admin- 
istration's 
positions, 
policies 


and 
dilemmas. 
But 
the 


smoldering 
Vietnamese 
war 


burst into flames under John- 
son. 


As the war goes on — grim, 


often 
stumbling, 
repeatedly 


chaotic, with criticism here at 
home increasing — the public 
gets more puzzled, a problem 
Johnson might have tried to 
straighten out in a very simple 
way. 


He could have gone on nation- 


wide television to give the peo- 
ple a full-length explanation and 
at the same time answer the 
critics. Instead, he has simply 
mentioned the war in a number

ticularly in testimony before 
congressional committees. 


But Rusk's efforts were forev- 


er 
getting 
scrambled 
by 


congressional questions and re- 
buttals. So to this day the ad- 
ministration has not given the 
kind of coherent 
explanation 


which might be a useful public 
service. 


While Rusk is saying more 


than he did under Kennedy, he 
still gives the picture of being a 
foreign policy technician 
and 


adviser, which means, despite 
his dedication, he has not been a 
forceful figure. 


Nevertheless, Rusk is being 


criticized a bit at a time as the 
Vietnamese war gets more con- 
fusing, although no one outside 
the Johnson administration can 
say very well how much of 
Rusk's advice Johnson has ac- 
cepted. 


But if the American effort in 


Viet Nam collapses because of 
the internal chaos there, the 
search for scapegoats will begin 
here. Johnson will get blamed, 
of course, but he's been elected 
to a four-year term. 


But his advisers 
will get 


blamed, too. And, since Rusk is 
in the role of the No. 1 adviser, 
he may get more than his share 
and wind up the No. 1 casualty, 
although he s e e m s to have 
made few if any personal ene- 
mies.

Markets

NEW Y O R K (AP) - After 


months of soaring prices, pro- 
duction is up and beef is back 
on special at many of the na- 
tion's food markets. 


A major New York area su- 


permarket chain has cut sirloin 
steaks 4 cents a pound and also 
is offering specials on roasts. 


Beef rib, rump, chuck and 


sirloin roasts and steaks also 
are being featured in the Mid- 
west. Prices of choice grade 
steer cuts are slightly lower on 
the West Coast. 


Pork prices, however, appear 


headed up again, 


Increased supplies of cattle 


are reaching t h e market and 
beef 
supplies the ro>vt fow 


months are expected to be mod- 
erately larger than last year. 


Pork production, however, has 


dropped slightly. It is expected 
to run about 5 per cent less than 
a year ago, making it likely re- 
tail prices will be higher the 
next two months. 


California 
packers 
have 


canned about 5 per cent more 
tuna than last year, after a slow 
start. The Gulf oyster pack is 
picking up, but still down 42 per 
cent from 1965. 


Egg prices are dropping in 


the Midwest, Southwest and 
West coast. Production has been 
heavy. 


Soft-drink prices may be high- 


er this summer. Some bottlers 
already have raised their whole- 
sale prices in the Chicago, Dal- 


las, Baltimore, 
Pennsylvania, 


northern Virginia and western 
Maryland. 


The wheather is having its ef- 


fect on prices, too. 


Rain in the Midwest has held 


up corn planting and damaged 
snap beans and tomatoes in 
Texas and Arkansas. 


Last year's drought is show- 


ing up on Maine's blueberries. 


And the May freeze damaged 


tomatoes in Maryland, New Jer- 
sey and the Ohio Valley and 
strawberries in Tennessee. 


But strawberries are coming 


along fine in California, and the 
crops in Oregon and Washing- 
ton are expected to be up a 
whopping 33 per cent. 


Peas have been hard hit by the 


weather. Some peas headed for 
canning in northeastern Oregon 
had to be plowed under after a 
bad freeze last month.
